Price Controls 
To be Reimposed

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford and Senate 
Democrats have agreed to reimpose oil price controls until 
Nov. 15. 
The move, assuming the full Congress approves, will avoid 
immediate consumer price increases for gasoline and other 
petroleum products. 
Between now and mid November, Ford and Congress will 
try to agree on a national energy policy. 
The controls, holding most domestically produced oil to 
$5.25 per barrel — half the price of uncontrolled oil — expired 
Sept. I. Oil companies held their prices, waiting to see what 
Congress would do. The proposed 75-day extension is 
retroactive to Sept. I. 
As part of the agreement Ford w ill not submit to Congress 
before Nov. I any plan for gradually lifting price controls.

congressional leaders Thursday morning, and the Senate 
Democratic caucus approved it later in the day.

Polly’s Pointers 


Blackened pewter 
needs hard work 


By Polly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have several pieces of old pewter that 
are black after long storage. I have asked several stores 
that carry new pewter if there is a preparation to clean old 
pewter. The answer is always that they do not know. I 
would appreciate any suggestions from you or the other 
readers. — LILIAN. 
DEAR LILIAN — For severe tarnish apply silver polish, 
scrub it well with a soft brush. While the polish is still wet 
rub on a heavy lather made with mild soap. Work up a thick 
lather of this polish and soap and rub it in well, being sure 
to get in all crevices. Rinse in hot water to which a bit of 
water softener such as borax or washing soda has been add­ 
ed. Dry thoroughly and rub to a soft shine with a piece of 
flannel. 
Another method is to wash in very hot sudsy water to 
which ammonia has been added — about two tablespoons to 
each quart of water. Rinse thoroughly in hot water and 
shine well with a soft flannel polishing cloth. When pewter 
next needscleaning silver polish alone should do the job. 
Pewter should have a soft sheen and not. the bright gleam of 
silver. 
A friend of mine who has a beautiful collection of old 
pewter often shines it with a steel wool pad such as we use 
in the kitchen. She also acquired an old pewter plate that 
was in such a deplorable condition she thought it was 
hopeless. The label on the oven cleaner she uses said one of 
the contents was lye. Feeling she had nothing to lose she 
covered the plate with the oven cleaner (Read and closely 
follow precautions on the container!, stuck it away in a 
kitchen cupboard overnight. The next day she washed it 
and had a clean and shiny plate much to her amazement. 
Good luck! — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Recently I wanted to do a bit of embroidery 
but had no hoops so I made some makeshift ones by cutting the 
flat portion out of the top of a round oatmeal carton and a circle 
of the cardboard from the top of the oatmeal box itself Being ap­ 
proximately four inches in diameter these served very nicely as 
embroidery hoops. This is also a good way to make hoops for a 
young girl who wants to play at embroidering “ like Mommy' in­ 
stead of letting her have your own hoops. Serves its purpose for 
make-believe and no pinched fingers either. — KAREN. 
DEAR POLLY — To save money and use old wornout wash 
cloths, use them as dish cloths. They are great. — VIENNA.

Too 
m any tend to live life on the deferred paym ent plan, con­ 
stantly projecting its prom ised and anticipated enjoynnent to 
som e future date. Too frequently, happiness is believed to be 
equated with som e utopia which is thought to surely come at 
a future tim e, alw ays rem oved from present reality and 
projected into the distant future Thus, we often settle for the 
frustrated experience of intending to enjoy life -th o s e we 
love, our children, home, doing things together, building 
together with our loved ones for a better tom orrow , etc. -but 
deferring the actual enjoym ent until the kids are out of 
school, or the husband gets settled in his new job or when 
the home is paid for, or when the savings account has suf­ 
ficient proportions to assure security, etc. But happiness 
cannot be had on a prom issory note basis! M aking plans for 
the future m ay have its place, but happiness cannot be 
confined to d re a m s—especially unfulfilled dream s! 
Happiness is a m ental sta te which m ust becom e current. 
It is som ething which hum an beings need now ’ Happiness 
m ust becom e an acceptant m ental attitude which is wu mg 
to keep hope and faith in the value of accom plishm ent and in 
the worth of m an, even in the m idst of adversity and 
frustrating disappointm ents. H appiness is the result of 
subconscious, reflexive m ental conditioning It is the result 
of the conscious m ind refusing to settle for com plaining, for 
failure, and for disappointm ent.

and non productive view. H appiness results from an un­ 
willingness to stop with m orbid failure or disappointm ent. It 
is not fair to condition happiness upon the basis of reaching 
the solution to som e problem . By the n atu re of things, when 
one problem is solved, another will arise. Life is m ade up of 
problem s and their solutions. These a re the things progress 
is m ade of, and we should never expect to be free from 
problem s as long as we a re alive. H appiness is internal not 
external In the w ords of Dr. M atthew N. Chappell, 
It is 
produced, riot by objects, but by ideas, thoughts and a t­ 
titudes which can be developed and constructed by the in­ 
dividual’s own activities, irrespective of the environm ent. 
In a very real sense, happiness requires problem s, and in 
addition 
it requires the m ental attitu d e which is brave 
enough to m eet distress, head-on, and take action to solve 
the problem s w hich result from such difficulties. H appiness 
somehow gets all involved in working out such solutions in 
reponsible and m atu re ways. 
Since m ost of us could use a change in our m ental state 
tow ard life, why not cultivate the m ental m aturity to look for 
ways to cope w ith and overcom e our difficulties rath e r than 
being satisfied w ith being buried in them . H appiness is in the 
mind not in a society free from difficulties. H appiness will 
alw ays resu lt w hen we a re willing to zestfully and op­ 
tim istically accept life, w ith both its good and its bad, in the 
confidence th a t we can m aturely face it and enjoy it.
